Institute of Design in 1925, has recently won the 1928 Prix de Rome Fellowship awarded by the American 
Academy in Rome. It is a source of great satisfaction to the Institute that the Prix de Rome Fellowship in 
Sculpture should be won by one of its students. 


All students registered with the Institute and subscribers to the BULLETIN should forward immediately their 
summer addresses to the Secretary. If this is not done the Institute cannot be responsible for the delivery of 
the BULLETIN during the summer months. Compliance with this request will obviate the Institute paying post- 
age on returned copies—an item of considerable proportions.

TWO FONTAINEBLEAU SCHOOL OF FINE ARTS 
SCHOLARSHIPS 
The Beaux-Arts Institute of Design will award two 
scholarships of $500 each to the Fontainebleau School of 
Fine Arts, for the best designs submitted for this pro- 
gram. To be eligible for these scholarships, the students 
must be citizens of the United States (a condition fixed 
by the Regulations of the French Government for the 
Fontainebleau School), and must be registered in Class 
“A.” Drawings must be signed in ink as usual, with the 
additional statement: “I am a citizen of the United 
States,” by any student competing for the two scholar- 
ships. Submitting a design so signed constitutes an 
agreement to all the conditions in the circular letter 
dated December 6, 1927, issued by the Director of the 
Department of Architecture. The winners must pro- 
vide within ten days evidence of their citizenship. 


“AN OFFICE BUILDING” 


In a large American city the French business inter- 
ests propose to erect for their use, an office building, cen- 
trally located on an important Plaza. The site is a rec- 
tangle 140 feet on the Plaza and 70 feet on two ave- 
nues, with a minor street on the remaining side. 

The first floor will contain (a) an entrance lobby 
with elevators; (b) Travel Bureau, which includes 
steamship and railroad offices, ticket offices, etc.; (c) a 
Bank with stairs to safe deposit in basement. The sec- 
ond floor is to contain a permanent exhibition of 
French Industries. Above the second floor well lighted 
office space with a total gross floor area of 200,000 
square feet is required. On each floor toilets for men 
and women, passenger elevators, calculated one car for 
each 25,000 square feet of workable space and one 
freight elevator. In addition, two separate sets of stairs 
are required. Story heights above the second floor to be 
12 feet, floor to floor. 

For the purposes of this exercise, the student is free 
to design the building as he sees fit, without considera- 
tion of any zoning law conditions, and though an eco- 
nomical use of space is required, it is desired to have a 
building beautiful in form and composition.

PRELIMINARY COMPETITION FOR THE 
1928 PARIS PRIZE IN SCULPTURE 


“A GROUP OF FIGURES AT THE 
ENTRANCE TO AN OPERA HOUSE” 


The entrance to an opera house is through two 
arched openings, and in the space between these open- 
ings it is proposed to place a group composed of three 
figures and accessories. 

The subject of this group should be symbolic of the 
usages of the building which it adorns. 

The figures of the group, while they are to be in 
the round, should be so composed that the group as a 
unit shall not be free standing, but shall be attached to 
the wall between the openings. 


The opening of the arches is nine feet and the 
height of the arches is sixteen feet. The pedestal for 
the group is three feet six inches high, projecting two 
feet six inches. The accompanying blue print at the 
scale of 14 inch to the foot, forms part of this program 
and a model will be prepared at the scale of one inch to 
the foot for the purpose of judgment. The group itself 
shall be made at the scale of one inch to the foot. The 
character of the figures is left to the competitor. “The 
jury in making its criticism will take into consideration: 
(a) the composition of the group itself, (b) its relation 
to the architectural treatment of the building, (c) the 
character of the group, symbolism and so forth.

The outer walls of 
this rocm are, as shown in the print, occupied entirely 
by windows, the wall adjoining the living room, which 
contains two doors and a fireplace, being available for 
decoration. Other elements introduced into the decora- 
tive scheme may be an indication of tile design in the 
floor, the furniture appropriate to a sun porch and win- 
dow draperies.

PROGRAM 
“A SMALL COLLEGE” 


A person of large means and decided ideas on educa- 
tion plans to erect and heavily endow a college for not 
over 1,000 students. In this preliminary competition 
the question of cost in the development of the grounds 
and buildings is to be disregarded. 

The site is two thousand (2,000) feet square, the 
greater part of which is on a level plateau, one hundred 
(100) feet above a lake. 

Because of a bend in the shore line, two sides of this 
square are bounded by the lake, while the third side is 
bounded by a tributary river. Seen from the land side, 
the river will be on the right hand side of the square. 
Cliffs rise abruptly from the shore line except on the 
river side, where there is a strip of low land (approxi- 
mately six (6) feet above the water level), between the 
cliffs and the river. The area of this low strip may be 
represented by a right angle triangle, the right angle be- 
ing at the junction of the river and lake, and having one 
side eight hundred (800) feet along the lake and one 
side one thousand (1,000) feet along the river. Along 
the hypotenuse of the triangle the grade rises as shown 
in the diagram. 

The shore line of the lake and river bank may be 
irregular in outline, but shall not project beyond the 
two thousand (2,000) foot square. 

The approach may be taken at any point along the 
land side. There will be no approach from the lake.
